way between Africa ami Australia. 
These new sheep-raisers will be nearer 
the south pole than any other Pacific 
Islanders and the most southerly people 
on an oceanic island. The Island of 
Kerguelen for many years was claimed 
by both British aud French geogra¬ 
phers, but as It was not supposed to be 
of any special value no steps were 
taken by either government for tlie for¬ 
mal occupation of tho lonely isle. In 
1893 France formally annexed the Isl¬ 
and, owing to accounts from the 
French island of Reunion. Inhabitants 
of tlie latter found that Kerguelen had 
an abundance of fish, that it was a re¬ 
sort for sea lions, valuable ou account 
of tlieir oil; that there were a number 
of good harbors, that lignite for fuel 
had been found. Moreover, as the isl- 
-aml lies near the sailing route between 
Australia, the East Indies and Chinese 
waters, it would be a good place for a 
supply station. Although the annual 
temperature is only 10 or 12 degrees 
above the freezing point there is a strip 
or zone of grass on the island, and 
now the attempt will bo made to begin 
tbe sheep-raising industry. If this can 
be combined with the other advantages
